Shanghai, Nov. 5—The first night 
after the capitulation or the city to 
the revobution passed uneventfully, 
Perfect’ order was maintained in 
Shanghai and the outlying districts, 
which constituted a remarkable fea- 
ture of the movement. Li Ping sou is 
the responsible head of the new ad- 
ministration in the native city and 
suburbs and is now engaged in com- 
pleting his organization, He informed 
the correspondent that he recognized 
only the republic of Han and would 
suarantee order The only disorderly 
elements, he said, now in China are 
the former officials and the Manchu 
troops, 

There is reason to believe that the 
Tevolutionary sentiment throughout 
the south strongly taVurs the uncon- 
ditional abdication of the Emperor 
aud the establishment of an entirely 
now regime, 

Yuan Shi Kair still adheres to the 
Manchu He might become head of the 
government and receive yniversal 
Support if he separated himself from 
his former aliiance. There is how- 
ever, a growing suspicion and distrust 
ef Yuan Shi Kai, The present plans 
for a republic include complete con- 
trol of the Yan Tee Kiang. Admiral 
Sah is now crippled and cut off from 
his base, 

The revolutionary leaders are de- 
termined to avoid blodshnead ana se- 
cure the peaceful capitulation of the 
Manchu troops in the various south- 
ern towns, Huan Sing ,the revolution- 
ary leader in the Yang Tse Delta, ar- 
rived in the native city of Shanghai 
yesterday by motor car. Today he was 
engaged with other chiefs in a con- 
ference, 

Reporta reaching here states that 
the Manchu troops of Hang Chow and 
Soo Chow have refused to surrender 
to the insurgents who offered immun- 
ity, and the revolutionary forces im- 
mediately began a bombardment. 


BONES OF A STRANGE RACE. 


im a. Tomb on a Kansas 
Farm. 


Junction City, Kan., Nov. 3.—Bones 
believed to be those of a hitherto un- 
known race, gigantic in stature, have 
been unearthed on the farm of John | 
Noland near this city. The bones 
were taken from a cave about three 
feet in diameter and five feet high. 
Evidently they had been buried origin- 
ally in a rough stone arched tomb. 
Several skulls of unusual size and dis- 
tinctly unlike the cranium of an In- 
dian in shape, were found. The thigh 
bones are much longer than the aver- 
age human, It was while levelling a 
way the cairn to make way for sow- 
ing wheat that Noland came upon the 
walled.in tomb. He had the dirt re- 
moved from the wall. He found it had 
supported an arch which had caved in, 
filling the interior of the tomb with 
soil. The bones were found only near 
the wall where they had been protect- 
ed by the stones. No Indian weapons 
were fond, which is believed to streng- 
then the theory that the bones are 
those of an unknown race. One of the 
skulls had been pierced evidently with 
a strange weapon. 


Found 


The walls of the tomb were ten feet 
thick and made of great umhewn 
stones, The arched roof did not exceed 


four feet in height. A passage three 
feet wide was found to lead into the 
room from the outside.

CONVICTS GIVE AN 


ENJOYABLE CONCERT

Inmate; of Kdmonton 
I tisk Entertat for Them. 
selves on Saturday Afternoon— 
Lengthy Program is well Rendered 
for Fellow Convicts and Guests. 

In the central hall of the Rdmon- 
ton Penitentiary a most unique con- 
cert was held on Saturday afternoon, 
Entertainments for the henefit of the 
prisoners have been given before now, 
but this coneert was | given by the 
convicts themselves with the kind per- 
misison of Warden McCauley. A con- 
Vict was chairman, and none but con- 
Victs took part in the program on 
which there were 22 nunvbers. In the 
audience there were 180 wearers of 
the prison garb, but no audience at 
a public entertainment could have 
been more orderly or appreciative, 
The applause which greeted clever 
performers was tremendous but time- 
ly. Number 150 was chairman. In a 
program printed by the Onion Club 
Company the prisoners .taking part 
Were designated onl¥ by thelr num- 
bers, In the penitentiary no man has 
4a name. The chairman is an old timer 
in the peh}"He has served four years 
of a seven year sentence for safe- 
blowing. Before he went to prison he 
Was known as McQuillan. He filled 
the chairman's position on Saturday 
in exemplary style. His remarks were 
pungent with humor. In opening tho 
concert he made quite a speech, and 
in closing he paid a tribute to the 
warden and the officers of the prison. 
He thanked the warden and the of- 
ficers for their kindness in granting 
permission to the convicts to give the 
concert. He said he had heard that 
the warden might he appointed to the 
Senate. Doubtless he deserved the. 
honor, but he, the chairman, hoped 
that the warden wouldn't be appoint- 
ed till the day of judgment. 

Hidden Talent Disclosed, 

Unsuspected musical talent 
brought to light by the concert, Am- 
ong the prisoners were those who 
could play the ongan, the violin, the 
piccolo, the concertino, and the mouth 
organ and rattle the bones, A negro 
quartette sang soothing southern 
melodies. Convicts of histrionie abil- 
ity gave recitations, The naudience 
Joined in the chorus of the Maple 
Leaf with patriotic fervor,and at the 
conclusion of the program sang God 
Save the King. Nos. 848 and 249 gave 
us a mouth organ duet, “Home Sweet

TIGERS WIN CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Playing under unfavorable weather 
conditions the final and championship 
game in the Alberta Big Four rugby 
league was playedto a finish on the, 
Hilihuret park, Calgary, Saturday af. 
ternoon before one of the largest 
crowds of excited football fans that 
has even gathered on a football field 
in the southern city. Although the 
score is somewhat one-sided the game 
was well contested, the Eskimos mak- 
ing a hard fight for every inch of the 
ground. 


Will Play Manitoba. 

As a result of winning the game the 
Tigers have won the senior rugby 
championship of Alberta and earned 
the right to play the Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan clubs for the champion- 
ship of Western Canada and possibly 
one of the astern teams. The Eski-'! 
Mos admit that the Tigers won on the} 
merit of their play, although they 
make sundry claims of off-sides being 
allowed to Calgary. 

Worsted hy Weight. 
“ Bémontpn was beaten by the weight 
of the Calgary line. The five men on 
the inside of the Tigers line averaged 
in weight fully 200 pounds, and the 
Eskimos were unable to hold them. 
Whenever the Eskimos started to pull | 
off any trick play the Calgary scrim- 
mage was on them like a flash, bat- 
tering the line to pieces, tearing their 
way through to the halves. 

In spite of their inability to hold the 
Tigers centre line the Eskimo scrim 
played a strong aggressive game. 
fighting from start to finish with .a 
grim determination.

derway, while the Tigers, at times 
successful in their line breakers and 
wing splitters, gained most of their 
ground by good punting and following 
the ball close.

“Bull” Ritchie Played. 

The surprise of the day to everyone, 
both Calgary and Edmonton rooters, 
was the sight of the two old-timers, 
Bull Ritchie and Doc Gibson in the 
scrimmage of the Calgary team.

gary players and fans expiain © their 
presence this way : Deacon intimated 
that Bull was not a good referee and 
that made the big fellow sore. If 
Deacon did not want him to officiate 
in the game he surely could not ob- 
sject to him playing for Calgary. So 
he and Doc Gibson got.out in order 
that they might be mixed up in the 
game in that way if in no other. 

Bull showed that he had nearly all 
,of his old-time form. In spite of the 
fact that he has grown much stouter 
than he was a few years ago, he still 
has his famous Mne breaking abilities 
and heady work in the scrim. 

He was a kind of steadying weight 
forthe Calgary team. Time after time 
when well planned attacks on the 
Part of the Kdmonton halves calculat- 
ed to break up the Tiger team and 
hurl them back to their own line in 
confusion he was an anchor for the 
whole team, rallying them and keep- 
ing them in place. Doc Gibson played 
one of the best games on the Tiger 
line. His weight and strength helped 
them out in many years. Johnson how- 
ever, Was perhaps the most brilliant of 
the line. His playing was showiler and 
as a matter of fact just as effectiye sas 
either of the other two men. 

Wark Played Weil. 

The most brilliant football of the 
day was that of Wark, who surprised 
his most ardent admirers. Wark ex- 
celled himself in every kind of play in 
which he Was called upon to figure, 
Dobbies kicking was the usual bril- 
lMiant work, while. Ross was an even 
better quarter than Costello, who was 
unable to play.
